Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is 
anticipated or obvious over any of Minnick et al (6,177,031 ) dielectric fluid comprising 
vegetable oil and mineral oil; or Oommen et al (6,312,623) electrical insulating fluid with 
triglycerides and mineral oil. Consequently, the special technical feature which links 
Groups l-V does not provide a contribution over the prior art, so unity of invention is 
lacking.
